N my Travels, as I walked through many Regions

Theſe tour Captains (as was ſaid) the King thought fit 
in the firſt Place to ſend to Mar ſoul, to make an Attempt 
upon it; for indeed generally in all his Wars, he did uſe 
to ſend theſe four Captains in the Van, for they were 
very ſtout and rough hewn Mien, P/a/. Ix. 4. Men that 
were fit to break the Ice, and to make their way by dint 
of Sword, and their Men were like themſelves. 

To each of theſe Captains the King gave a Banner, 
that it might be diſplayed, becauſe of the Goodneſs 
of his Cauſe, and becaule of the Right that he had to 
Manſoul

Terror, he bare the Red Colours, and his Scutcheon was 
a burning fiery Furnace, Matt. xiii 40, 41, 

The fourth Captain was Captain Execution; to 
him was given Ten Thouſand Men; his Enſign was 
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one Mr. Juice; he alſo bare the Red Colours, and his 
Scutcheon was a fruitleſs Tree, with an Ax lying at the 
Root thereof, Matt. iii. 10. 

Theſe four Captains, as I ſaid, had every one of them 
under his Command ten thouſand Men, all of good Fi- 
delity tothe King, and {tout at their military Actions.

Moreover, This Town of Manſoul hath diſawoabved theer 
Yea, th:y hawe caſt thy Law, thy Name, thy Image, and 
all that is thine, behind their Back : And hawe accepted and 
fet up in their Room, my Law, my, Name, my Image, and. 
all that ever is mine. Aſk elſe the Captains, and they awill 
tell thee, that Manſoul hath, in Anſaver to all their Sum- 
mons, ſhewn Lowe and Loyalty to me; but always Diſdain, 
Deſpite, Contempt, and Scorn to thee and thine. Naw, 
thou who art the Fuſt One, and the Holy, (and ſhould ft | 
do no Iniquity ) det art then 1 pray thee, therefore from me, 
and leave me to the juſt Inherritance peaceabiy. 

This Oration was made in the Language of Diabolus 
himſelf. For altho' he can to every Man ſpeak in their 
Language (elſe he could not tempt them as he does) yet 
he has a Language proper to himſelf, and it is the Lan- 
guage of the Infernal Cave, or Black Pit.

But I can make it appear, O Diabolus, 
that thou in all thy Pretences to a Conqueſt of Manjes!, 
haſt nothiog of Truth to ſav. Thiokeſt thou this to be 
right, that thou didſt put the Lie upon my Father, and 
madeſt him (to Maunſoul; the greateſt Deluder in the 
World?

All theſe Things, and 
very many more thou haſt done -caink thy Light, and

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When Diabelus had thus done, he commanded that 
his Drummer ſhould every night approach the Walk 
of the Town of Man/cz/, and beat a Parley ; the Com- 
mand was to do it a Nights, for in the Day-time they 
annoyed him with their Slings; for the Tyrant ſaid, 
that he had x mind to Parley with the now trembling 
Town of Mar/cul, and he commanded that the Drum 
ſheuld beat every Night, that through wearineſs they 
might at laſt (if poſſible, at the firſt they were unwilling 
yet) be forced to do it. 

So the Drummer did as commanded, he aroſe, and 
did beat his Drum. But when his Drum did go, if 
one looked towards the Town of Nanſcul, Behold 
darkneſs and jorrsw, and the light was darkned in the 
Heaven theresf,, Ila. v» 30. No noiſe was ever heard 
upon Earth more terrible, except the Voice of Shaddai, 
when he ſpeaketh. But how did Manſoul tremble l it 
now looked for nothing but forthwith to be ſwallowed 
ud. | ; | 
" When this Drommer had beaten a Parley, he made 
this Speech to Man/cul, My Mar has bid me tell you, 
that if you will willingly ſubmit, you hall have the 
goud of the Earth, but if you fhall be fiubborn, he is re- 
ſelved to take you by force. But by that the Fugitive 
had done beating his Drum, the People of Manjoul 
had betaken themſelves to the Captains that were it 
the Caſtle, ſo that there was none to regard, nor to give 
this Drummer an Anſwer ; ſo he proceeded no furthe! 
that Night, but returned again to his Maſter to the

Bat if you 
ſhall Rill Rebel, when we have taken the Town by 
force, we will ſwallow you up as the Grave; where- 
fore if you will hearken to my ſummons, ſay ſo, and if 
not, then let me know, 

The reaſon of this my Summons, quoth he, is, for that 
my Lord is your undoubted Prince and Lord, as you 
yourſelves have formerly owned. Nor ſhall that Aſſault 
that was given to my Lord, when Emanuel dealt fo 
diſhonourably by him, prevail with him to loſe his Right, 
and to forbear to attempt to recover his own. Conſider 
then, O Manſeul, with thyſelf, wilt thou ſhew thyſelf 
Peaceably, or not ? If thou ſhalt quietly yield up thy- 
ſelf, then our old Friendſhip ſhall be renewed ; bur if 
thou ſhalt yet refuſe and rebel, then expect nothing 
but Fire and Sword. - 

When the languiſhing Town of Man/ou/ had heard 
this Summoner, and his Summons, they were yet more 
put to their dumps, bur made the Car ain no Anſwer 
at all, ſo away he went as he came. 
But after ſome Conſultation among themſelves, as 
alſo with . ſome of their Captains, they applied them- 
ſelves afreſh to the Lord Secretary for Counſel and Ad- 
vice from him ; for this Lord Secretary was their Chief 
Preacher (as alſo is mentioned ſome Pages before) only 
now he was ii at eaſe ; and of him they begged favour 
in theſe two or three Things, | Is 

1. That he would look. comfortably upon them, 
and not keep himſelf ſo much retired from them as 
formerly. Alſo that he would be prevailed with 
to give them a hearing while they ſhould, make 
known their miſerable condition to him, _But to 
this he told them as N That ds yet he wat 225 | 
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ill at eaſe, and therefore could not da as be had formerly 


done. 

2, The ſecond Thing they deſired, was, that he 
would be pleaſed to give them his Advice about their 
now ſo important Affairs, for that Diabolus was come 
and ſet before the Town with no leſs than Twenty 
"Thouſand Doubrters, They ſaid moreover, that both 
he and his Captains were cruel Men, and that they were 
afraid of them. But to this he ſaid, You muſt look to the 
Law of the Prince, and there ſee what is laid upon you to

3. Then they deſired that his Highneſs would help 
them to frame a Petiticn to Shaddai, and unto Emanuel

Now the Lord Mayor 
was* the more Critical in his dealing with the Se- 
cretary's Words, becauſe my Lord was more than a 
Prophet, and becauſe none of his Words were ſuch, 
but that at all times they were moſt exactly ſignifi- 
cant, and the Townſmen were allowed to pry 
into them,. and. to expound them to their beſt Ad- 
vantage. 

So thiev took their leaves of my Lord, and return- 
ed and went, ard came to the Captains, to whom 
they did tell what my Lord High Secretary had ſaid, 
who, when-they had heard it, were all of the ſame O- 
pinion as was my Lord-Mayor himſelf z the Captains 
therefore began to take ſome courage unto them, and 
to prepare to make ſome brave Attempt upon the 
Camp of the Enem, and to deſtroy all that were Di- 
abolonians, with the roving Doubters that the Tyrant 
had brought with him to deſtroy the poor Town of 
Man/oul | 

So all betook themſelves forthwith to 
their Places, the Captains to theirs, the Fr throat | 
Lord- Mayor to his, the Subordinate Order. 
Preacher to his, and my Lord Will be-auill 
to his. The Captains longed to be at ſome Work for 
their Prince, for they delighted in Warlike Atchieve- 
ments. The next day therefore they came together 
and conſulted, and after Conſultation had, they re- 
ſolved to give an Anſwer to the Captain of Diabo- 
lus with. Slings; and ſo they did at the riſing of the 
Sun on the Morrow; for Diabolus had adventured. 
to come near again, but the Sling-ſtones were to 
him ard: his, like Hornets. For as there is nothing 
to the Town of Manſoul ſo terrible as the xœaring of 
Diabolus's Drum, ſo there is nothing to Diabolus 
ſo terrible as the well playing of Emanuel's Slings. 
Wherefore Diabolus was forced to make another 
Retreat, yet further off from the famous Town of 
Manſoul. Then did the Lord Mayor of Mae. 
cauſe the Bells to be rung, and that thanks /oguld be ſent | 
to the Lord High Secretary by the Mouth of the Sub- 
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ordinate Preacher ; for that by bis Words the Caftains 
ard Elders of Manloul had been ſtrengthened againſt 
Diabolus. 

When Diabolus ſaw that his Captains and Soldiers,

Had we, ſaid he, left all our Doubters at home, we aw

get them into the Hold, and make them Poſſeſſors of F.

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let us do this, and before we ſo do, let us adviſe again 
with our ſtruſty Diabo/5nian; that ate yet in the Holds 
of Manſoul. and ſet them to work to betray che Town 
to os; for they indeed mult do it, or it will be left un- 
done for ever.

do this thing. 

Then Lucifer ſtood up, and ſaid, The Counſel of 
Beelzebub is pertinent; now the way to bring this to 
paſs in mine Opinion is this: Let us withdraw our force 
from the Town of Marn/oul, let us do this, and let us 
terrify them no more, either with ſummons or Threats, 
or with the noiſe of. our Drum, or any other awaken- 
ing means.

There are two 
that are come to my thoughts already, that I think 
will be arch at this work, aad they are Mr. Penny- 
wiſe pound fooliſh, and Mr. Get i#th' hundred and 
doe ith' faire; nor is this Man with the long Name, 
at all inferior to the other. What alſo if you join 
with them Mr, Sweet-worlz, and Mr. Preſent good, 
they are Men that are civil and cupning, but our true 
Friends and Helpers, Rev. iii. 17. Let theſe, with as 
many more, engage in this Buſineſs for us, and let Man- 
Soul be taken up in much Buſineſs, and let them. grow 
full and rich, and this is the way to get ground of 

* = SEE< them; 
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them; remember ye not, that thus we prevailed vpon 
Laodicea, and how many preſent do we hold in this 
Snare? Now when they begin to grow full, they will 
forget their Miſery, and if we ſhall not afright them, 
may happen to fall aſleep, and ſo be got to neglect their 
Town Watch, their Caſtle Watch, as well as their Watch 
at the Gate. | | 

Yea, may we not by this means ſo cumber Manſoul 
with abundance, that they ſhall be forced to make of 
their Caſtle a Warchouſe, inſtead of a Garriſon fortifi:d 
againſt us, and a receptacle of Men of War? Thus if 
we get our Goods and Commodities thither, I reckon 
that the Caſtile is more than half ours. Beſides, could 

we ſo order it, that they ſhould be filled with ſuch kind 
of Wares, that then, if we made a ſudden Aſſault vpon 
them, it would be hard for the Captains to take a ſhel- 
ter there.

Furthermore, my Lord, guoth he, you very well 
know that it is not eaſ, for a People to be filled with 
our things, and not to have ſome of our Drabelonians 
as retainers to their Houſes: and Services, Where is a 
Manſculian that is full of this World that has not for 


his Servants and Waiting-Men, Mr. Profu/e, or Mr. 


Prodigality, or ſome other of our Diabolonian Gang, 
as Mr. Yoluptuouſneſs, Mr. Pragmatical, Mr. Offer 
tation, or the like? Now theſe can take the Caſtle of 
Mar/joul, or blow it up, or make it unfit for a Garri- 
ſon for Emannel, and any of theſe will do. Vea, thele 
for . ought I know, may do it for us ſooner than an 
Army of twenty thouſand Men. Wherefore to end as 
I began, my advice is, that we quietly withdraw our- 
ſelves not offering any further force, or forcible attempt

This Fools 
ing was he that would have had the Town of Man- 
ſoul deliver up Captain Creaence into the Hands of 
Digabelus, provided that then he would have. withdrawn
